Inhabited  houses  number  1,075  of  which  996  may  be  classed  as  working 
class.

Social  Conditions.  The  main  occupation  in  your  area  is  in  plush  mills  and 
fur  fabric  materials.  There  are  some  employed  at  two  small  pits  outside 
the  area.  Unemployment  has  not  been  severe  and  there  is  little  or  no 
poverty  in  the  area.

Of  these  defects,  52  were  remedied  and  also  86  defects  outstanding  from 
previous  years. 


Public  Cleansing.  This  work  Is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor  and 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  with  hired  motor  vehicles.  There 
are  few  cesspools  in  the  district  and  no  special  arrangements  exist  for 
cleansing  them.  The  bye-laws  in  force  place  this  duty  upon  the  occupiers 
of  the  premises. 

Rag  Flock  Rets  1911  and  1^28.  There  are  no  premises  in  the 
district  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  used,  or  sold. 

Meat  Inspection.  There  are  5  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  district 
but  one  is  used  very  occasionally.  Inspection  of  meat  is  carried  out  when 
ever  possible  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  The  premises  where  made-up  foods 
are  prepared  are  maintained  m  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  Meat  Regula¬ 
tions  generally  are  observed. 

Slaughter  of  Rnimals  Act,  I  933  Licences  are  in  force  with  respect 
to  9  slaughtermen.  Sheep  are  included  as  animals  to  which  Section  1 
of  the  Act  applies  with  respect  to  the  use  of  a  mechanically  operated 
stunning  instrument. 

Milk  Supplg.  The  premises  and  cows  have  generally  been  maintain¬ 
ed  in  a  satisfactory  condition .  There  are  no  producers  of  designated  milk 
in  the  area  and  no  applications  have  been  made  for  licences. 

Veterinary  examination  of  the  cows  has  been  carried  out  on  three 
occasions  by  the  County  Council’s  Veterinary  Oflicer  who  was  accompanied 
on  these  occasions  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.

1937.
